Mrv.Holmei* Villa on Bellovue Avenue 
ami the Laundreu Kulltlluff at the Fort 
Nearly llBtftroyed.—Los* About 930,000. 


Shortly after three o'clock Thursday morn- 


ing, white parading tbe lower end of his beat 
ou Bdllevue avenue, otiiuer Hog in noticed a 
bright light some diitanca ahead of him aud 
to the westward, b it supposed it to be from 
illumination! by the Democrats returning 
from Providence. Wbeo be got further op 
tbe avenu-j, however, he discovered that the 
stone villa on the corner of Bjllevue and 
Narragansett avenues oirnedby Mrs. D. W. 
Holmes of Boston, WAS ID rUmes. aud haste- 
!y sounded aa alum from box 52. Owiujr to 
some trouble with ibowirea thii alarm wtui 
uot struck on the uptown bell* and * second 
alarm waa pulled at boi 53. This failed to 


rork any belUr, however, and a thirj alarm 
ras struck from box 3, which was du'y an- 


nounced by (be optowu belle. The contUct- 
ing alarms completely baffle 1 thosa who 
could not see the tit meg and the-hook aud 
Udder track did not get to tbe fire at all. 


The firemen who heard the firat alurm were 


promptly ou the promises and soon bard at 
work, but the tlames had got such headway 
that the building waa nearly gutud before 
the fire was enlioguUhed. All worked man- 
fully, however, aud nearly all the luruiture 
on the lower floor, including tbe picture?, 
piano aud tba drawing-room carpal were 
saved. Most of (he things in the upp;r pai t 
of the house were destroyed.

hop* to save the buildinfr, bat the furniture 
o( twelve or fourteen families who occupied 
the building waa rescued and the fire preven- 
ted from spreading.

iug, which woa totally destroyed, is ettlmat- 
odatSSOOO. The familiea burned out were 
provided with temporaty quartets at the bar- 
racks and the hospital building.

Connecting Link.—The temple was 


ftulalied In the eleventh year of Solo- 
moil's reiy;n, aud was dedicated during 
the feast of tabernacles in the following 
year. Thu ark und the tabernacle, wit li 
its holy vessels, Imvluifbeunbrought in- 
to the temple, the bright cloud, the visi- 
ble symbol of the divine presence, filled 
the house of the Lord. By this the peo- 
ple knew tliat God had taken up his 
abode m his santuary, where he would 
receive their worship, and give forth his 
laws. 


J. God's promise recalled. When, at 


last, after more than seven years of con- 
stant labor by many thousands of work- 
men, the Temple was completed, it was 
dedicated in connection with the annual 
feast of tho tabernacles. This was the 
great national thanksgiving, the "feast 
of ingathering," when the peoplc.iu vast 
numbers, assembled from all parts ol 
the laud to worship the Lord. Jt was 
an occasion of great interest. For it 
Solomon made extensive and elaborate 
preparations. Upon the morning of the 
important day a vast multitude of peo- 
ple weut with tlie priests and Levitcs to 
>rlng up from Gibbon the old weather- 
stained Tabernacle of the wilderness.— 
All its parts and all its furniture were 
oorne upou the shoulders of the Levites 
.u the manner prescribed at Sinai, near- 
y five hundred years before. Songs of 
rejoicing and strains of music filled the 
air as the procession moved along to- 
wards Jerusalum. The Tabernacleerrct-

This should he the aim o 
every one who rears a colt, and i 
should also be the desire and . bus! 
ness, as far as possible, of every oni 
who keeps horses to rear and train 
them for himself. It is in this wa; 
only that one can derive the mos 
usefulness and benefit from a horse 


Cuttliig up Cora. 


There is no better feed for stoel 


than cornstalks, especially for milch 
cows, when it is properly preserved 
but a great .'essoning of value is 
made by allowing it to fully riper 
on the hill, or to be exposed to a 
severe frost. 


As soon as the kernels have dent 


ed well, the crop may bo put into 
the shock with perfect safely, thi 
stalks containing sufficient nutrimen' 
to thoroughly mature the 
grain 


By watching this closely, and sett- 
ing to work at the right time, am 
crowding the job to completion, tu> 
fodder may be saved in a high state 
of nutritive value, and the corn go 
into the crib in prime condition for 
keeping or feeding. 


Another thing of importance is 


to put up the shocks in a substantia 
way. 
The cutting of ten rows at a 


time, and putting one-hundred hills 
to the shock, we have found to be 
the most economical, although 
requires a little more labor in carry- 
ing. 
In the first place, less surface 


is exposed to storms, sunshine am 
irost; and in the second place, tilt 
shocks will stand up better, nnd this 
is a matter of no small importance, 
for where the work is not well done 
a very great amount of fodder is 
damaged by the shocks being twist- 


• ed down, or thrown over, under the 
influence of the wind. 


Early husking is another thing 


that should not be neglected. As 
soon as the corn is sufficiently cured, 
the work should be begun; and this 
will enable the farmer, who has any 
moderate amount of this crop to 
harvest, to get the grain all nicely 
cribbed, and the fodder bound in 
bundles, and stacked or stored away 
in the barn before the cold storms 
of winter co mo on. 


Drawing corn in the barn in win- 


ter and attempting to husk it there, 
increases labor very materially, and 
necessitates loss of feed, a certain 
per cent, of water-soaked and dam- 
aged grain, beside cold fingers and 
ill temper. 


There are many farmers who do 


not value corn lodder to a sufficient 
extent to be particular about pre- 
serving it when hay is plenty, but 
we fully believe it will pay at any 
time, for, as before slated, all kinds 
of stock relish it, and will thrive 
upon it, and for the production of 
milk no Jry feed is better, or, in our 
experience, equal. Our advice is, 
save the corn fodder lo feed out, and 
sell surplus hay. 


When culling up corn, Ihc best 


lime is afforded for selecting and 
saving seed. A plant in the very 
best part of the field, of sufficient 
size to furnish all desired, should be 


upon it

Disease of the Eyes 


Horses are subject to a disease 


the'eyes which comes and. goes a 
short periods until finally the sij 
is lost. 
This is called recurring 


periodic ophthalmia, or popular 
"moon blindness," from its return 
ing at monthly periods. The trea 
mcnt should be thorough, if the di 
ease is to be stopped. Give a poun 
ofepsom salts, and after this ha 
operated one once of hyposulphit 
of soda daily for several week 
Bathe the eyes with the followin 
solution, viz., one dram of sulphat 
of zinc in a quart of water, and 
the eye is scummed over and appeal 
blue in the centre and is inflame 
around the lids inject a small quau 
tily of it with a syringe. It will b 
well to repeat the pugative in a wee 
if the inflammation is persisten 
Feed no corn, but scalded oats an 
linseed, and keep the stable clea 
and clear from strong odors. 


Lice lu a ilorse Stable. 


It is a bad thing to get poullr 


lice into a horse stable, because < 
the diflicully of gelling rid of Ihc: 
and Iho mischief Ihey do by worry 
Ing Ihe horses. For this reason n 
fowls should be kept in or near 
jorse slabic, as Ihey cannot Ihen b 
sept free from lice and fleas. T 
clear Ihe slable of Ihe lice it mus 


IB cleared oul and whitewashed in 
Ihorough manner. Every crack an 
irevice where the lice may hici 
should be brushed with a mixtur 
of linseed and kerosene oils. T 
free the horses from the vermin brus 
them well wilh a brush moistene 
slightly with a mixture of lard an 
kerosene oil in equal parls, and re 
}eat it daily until the lice disappea 
The mane is to be particularly we 
dressed with this 


left standing till fully ripe, and then 
picked and cared for in Ihe common 
way of hanging up by the husks in 
a dry place. The advantages of 
this is in having all of the chits 
thoroughly matured, and avoiding 
any possibility of injury from heat- 
ing or moulding while packed upon 
the stalk or in the crib.—[Tribune 
and Farmer. 


Occult Spavin. 


There arc several kintla of spavin, 


and the worst of them ie known as 
occult or "hidden" spavin. This 
makes the horse much lamer than 
any bone spavin, because of its pe- 
culiar character. It consists of bony 
granulations on the surfaces of Iho 
joints, called the articulations, and 
which work on each other like the 
joints of a hinge, and which of course 
bear the whole weight of tlio animal 
thus causing intense pain when the 
horse Is moving and bears Its weight
